The purpose of the Mobile Unit 
is to check for Tuberculosis, Lung 
Tumors, other lung conditions, and 
certain heart conditions. Some- 
thing different is being done this 
year through a thorough survey, 
which will try to pick up new 
cases of tuberculosis and the other 
diseases mentioned. 

Children under five, adolescents 
and older aged people are found to 
be the most common of the tuber- 
culosis cases. So be sure to have 
an x-ray this year. 

The school nurse, Mrs. Nichol- 
son, said that everyone should 
have a chest x-ray or at least a 
skin test, to be on the safe side. 
She also said that everyone should 
have an x-ray once a year.

Superstitions Haunt Game; 
Dance on Friday the 13th 

Tomorrow marks the day. It is Friday the thirteenth and everyone will be carrying good luck charms 
in their pockets to school and to the game. Many people accept certain symbols as good luck charms without 
knowing the real reason behind the supersitions. Here are the explanations for a few common beliefs. 

Friday the thirteenth is considered the unluckiest of days unless you were born on this date. Then 




it should bring you luck. 

There are many origins of Fri- 
day superstition. A few of them 
include: Eve tempted Adam with 
the fateful fruit on a Friday, 
the Flood in the Bible, the confu- 
sion in the Tower of Babel, and 
the death of Jesus Christ all hap- 
pened on Friday. 

In later times Friday was set 
aside for feasting and celebrating. 

Friday was named for a Norse 
goddess who later was banished to 
the mountains as a witch when 
the Norsemen became Christians. 
Then Friday was called the "witch- 
es' Sabbath" and on this day each 
week, it was believed that twelve 
witches and the Devil met. This 
added up to the unlucky number 
thirteen. 

There are also many supersti- 
tions about the number thirteen 
itself. If you steer clear of this 
number look on the back of a dol- 
lar bill which has been minted 
since 1935. The incomplete pyra- 
mid has thirteen steps. The Am- 
erican bald eagle holds an olive 
branch with thirteen leaves and 
thirteen berries in one claw while 
in the other he holds thirteen ar- 
rows. But before you toss this 
bill away, remember that these 
thirteens stand for our thirteen 
original colonies and that's a very 
lucky number in the history of 
America! 

Crossing your fingers, another 
lucky superstition, originated from 
the idea that the cross was the 
sign of perfect unity and when two 
lines crossed, any wish was held 



in the center of the lines until it 
was granted. 

The wishbone custom came from 
ancient bird lore where the hen 
and rooster were great favorites. 
There are records of people con- 
sulting "hen" oracles as early as 
322 B.C. In one type of oracle 
a circle was traced on the ground 
and divided into parts; one for 
each letter of the alphabet. Grains 
of corn were placed in the sections 
tions and the first grain picked 
up by the hen indicated the first 
letter of the name of a future hus- 
band. Then the bird was sacrificed 
and it's collarbone, known today 
as the wishbone, was saved and 
hung to dry in the sun. People 
then wished on the bone and in 
later years snapped it between two 
persons while making a wish as is 
today's custom. 

Now that you fully understand 
these superstitions, bring all the 
good luck charms you possess to 
tomorrow's game and wish for a 
victory.

Aids Pupils 

E.W.E.E. (Exploratory Work 
Experience Education) is open to 
all grades this year, according to 
Mr. Robert French, Curriculum 
Coordinator, for students who want 
to obtain working experience in 
choosing the field of their choice. 

To enroll in E.W.E.E. one must 
first fill out an application for 
the job of their choice, get the 
permission of their teachers, be 
interviewed, and meet qualifica- 
tions. Pioneer students will be 
interviewed on Wednesdays from 
10 in the morning till noon in the 
guidance office.

The 
photos are placed on it and the 
whole thing is sent to the print 
shop for the final printing. 

After the paper has been distrib- 
uted to the students, the staff 
members fill out a work report in- 
dicating the number of stories 
written and the number of hours 
spent on pasteup, photo setup, etc. 
Then they evaluate their work and 
give themselves a grade which is 
combined with the editor's grade 
and the advisor's for the issue. 

Of course, by the time you are 
reading this, the news staff is al- 
ready hard at work planning your 
next issue of the Titan Tribune.

In judging the rooters, coopera- 
tion with song and yell leaders 
gives ten points to a school at the 
most. Obeying CIF student regula- 
tions, courtesy during half time 
ceremonies, and courtesy during 
the Alma Mater are worth ten 
points, except for half time cour- 
tesy which is worth five. Song and 
yell leaders are judged by co-oper- 
ation and appropriateness of yells, 
by ending yells and songs before 
play starts, and by courtesy to 
visiting song leaders. Each of these 
are worth ten points. When the 
judging is through, a school can 
have a maximum of 100 points.

Swimming Pool 

Attention all swimmers: Pi Hi's 
pool is coming very soon. 

This year a swimming pool com- 
mittee has been formed, consisting 
of some parents of Pioneer stu- 
dents. They have met twice this 
year to plan projects to make mon- 
ey for the pool. The committee 
is trying to raise $15,000. They 
have $2,200 already from last 
year's Donkey Basketball game 
and the candy sale. 

The projects to raise money this 
year are: Selling memberships, 
write letters to all big companies 
in the Pioneer area for donations; 
also, writing letters to smaller 
businesses in the area. The com- 
mittee is planning a future door to 
door campaign. Another Donkey 
Basketball game has been set for 
April 7, all proceeds will go to the 
pool fund. If more money is need- 
ed, another candy sale will be held. 

The pool will be L shaped. It 
will be the biggest in the district, 
being 25 feet longer than the or- 
iginal plans. The pool will start 
at about two feet, six inches at 
the shallow end and will be 12 
feet deep at the deep end. The 
pool will cost approximately $70,- 
000 and will displace about 4,536 
square feet. Construction will be- 
gin next July. 

During the summer months, the 
Los Angeles County Parks and 
Recreation Dept. will operate the 
pool.

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Ex-Politicians Debate 
Thanksgiving in Past 

Do you know how Thanksgiving Day actually got started as a 
regular national holiday? Did you know that for many years there 
was no national Thanksgiving Day in the United States? Truth was 
that some states had a regular Thanksgiving Day, but other states 
did not. 



It all started by the year of 
1830 when New York had an offi- 
cial Thanksgiving Day. In a 
slightly altered political saying 
goes, "So goes New York, so goes 
the nation," other northern states 
soon followed the pattern. The 
first southern state to have Thanks- 
giving Day was Virginia, which 
proclaimed its Thanksgiving holi- 
day in 1855. 

When the year of 1863 rolled 
by, President Abraham Lincoln is- 
sued a proclamation stating the 
last Thursday of November will 
be set aside "as a day of thanks- 
giving and praise to our beneficient 
Father." 

From that year on, for seventy- 
five years, the President pro- 
claimed the annual Thanksgiving 
Day should be on that date Lin- 
coln proclaimed. However, in 1939 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
proclaimed Thanksgiving Day be 
celebrated on the third Thursday, 
which is one week earlier. His 



reason was to make the shopping 
time from Thanksgiving to Christ- 
mas longer, thus aiding business. 
A "tug of war" resulted, and some 
states refused to celebrate it on 
the day Roosevelt suggested. In- 
stead they celebrated it on the 
traditional day. Finally, in 1941, 
it was ruled that from then on 
Thanksgiving Day will be on the 
fourth Thursday of November. 

Contrary to what some believe, 
Thanksgiving was not always as- 
sociated with the month of No- 
vember. In fact, the first New 
England Thanksgiving was pro- 
claimed on December 13, 1621 by 
the Plymouth colonists. Today in 
Canada, the holiday is celebrated 
on the second Monday of October. 

All in all, though, most students 
"will eye that turkey 'n dressing, 
and not the date on the calendar," 
according to an anonymous stu- 
dent. However, lest we forget, 
the meaning of Thanksgiving is to 
give thanks for our blessings.

You get the full expression of each 
author, not a digest or watered 
down interpretation.

The University of California has 
eight campuses, five of which offer 
undergraduate instruction. The 
Los Angeles campus offers practi- 
cally all types of training found 
at major universities and has an 
enrollment of approximately 13,550 
not including graduate students. 

In order to be accepted, an in- 
coming freshman must have main- 
tained a B average in the follow- 
ing high school courses: United 
States history and government, 
one unit; English, three units; al- 
gebra, one unit; geometry, one 
unit; foreign language, two units; 
advanced course (in addition to 
preceding) in mathematics, for- 
eign language, or chemistry or 
physics, one unit. 

If an applicant's grades are not 
up to the standards mentioned 
above, he may take the College 
Board Scholastic Aptitude Test 
and three designated Achievement 
tests. He will be admitted if the 
scores on these tests are in the 
upper half. 

There are a number of accomo- 
dations for men and women stu- 
dents in the university residence 
halls but most students prefer to 
make arrangements _with fraterni- 
ties and sororities, boarding hous- 
es, private homes or apartments. 
All women under 21 must have 
their , residence approved by the 
Dean of Women. For more infor- 
mation on any one of the campuses 
write to Registrar, University of 
California, Berkeley, Davis, Los 
Angeles, Riverside, or Santa Bar- 
bara, California. 
Loyola University of Los Angeles 

Loyola University is a Catholic 
institution for men and has an 
average enrollment of 1,250. Loy- 
ola offers undergraduate programs 
of study in the arts and sciences, 
business administration and engin- 
eering. A master's degree pro- 
gram is offered in English and 
education. 

Applicants from high schools 
must have completed a minimum 
of 16 units which include the fol- 
lowing: Three units of English, 
one of algebra, one of geometry, 
two in a foreign language, one in 
history and civics and one unit in 
laboratory science. Those who 
plan to enroll in engineering, 
chemistry or physics should in- 
clude one-half unit in trigonome- 
try and one unit in physics and 
chemistry. 

Loyola's freshmen are introduc- 
ed to the campus during a special 
two-day orientation when they will 
take a series of psychological and 
aptitude tests. In the freshman 
year academic courses typical of 
a general education are empha- 
sized to establish a foundation for 
later specialization. 

Besides electives, philosophy is 
prescribed for all undergraduates 
for all four years. Religion cours- 



es are obligatory for Catholics but 
optional for non-Catholics. 

The Air Force Reserve Officers 
Training Corps operates a unit on 
the Loyola campus. Basic training 
is required of all students in the 
first two years. Those who com- 
plete basic training satisfactorily 
and who meet the requirements of 
the Air Science Department may 
continue into advanced training.

Most 
of the Juniors and, Seniors will 
remember that Pioneer played 
their home games in its first year 
of existence, on that very field. 
At present Whittier High is now 
renting the field for our fine local 
college.

Whittier College 

Whittier College is a liberal arts 
institution founded by the Quakers 
in 1901. Holding to the Quaker 
traditions, the college stresses a 
close student-faculty relationship. 

Whittier offers an undergradu- 
ate program of study in the liberal 
arts and sciences leading to the de- 
grees of Bachelor of Arts and Ba- 
chelor of Music, and graduate 
work leading to the degrees of 
Master of Arts, Master of Science 
and Master of Education. 

It is assumed that the applicant 
will have taken a college prepara- 
tory course at the secondary level.

Taxidermy Hobby 
Of Ron Roberts

Ron Roberts, Pioneer High Sen- 
ior, has what may be considered 
an unusual hobby. In his Junior 
year, Ron developed an interest 
in taxidermy, and has continued 
his hobby. 

On his own initiative he has 
mounted rabbits, meadowlarks, 
ducks, owls, a lizard and a bat. 
Ron catches his own specimens, 
preserves them and mounts them. 
Ron has been helped in his hobby 
by Pioneer instructor Charles Bro- 
gan. He also is enrolled in a cor- 
respondence course at the North- 
western School of Taxidermy, 
Omaha, Nebraska. 

Ron started with rabbtis, and 
has worked up to meadowlarks. 
An especially good specimen of a 
meadowlark was ruined when a 
white rat escaped from the biology 
lab and gnawed it to pieces. 

Ron's technique for preserving 
animals consists of freezing the 
animal by packing it with dry ice. 
He then places it in a vacuum with 
calcium chloride to absorb the 
moisture. After leaving the ani- 
mal in the vacuum from two 
weeks to two months, the animal 
is mounted. 

Ron considers taxidermy an in- 
teresting hobby, and hopes to use 
it in becoming a biologist.

U.S.S.R. Encyclopedias 
Tell About Americans 

Today, at school, we are very fortunate to have at our reach many 
fine library reference books. No doubt, we've read all about such 
great figures in American life as George Washington, Thomas Jefferson, 
Mark Twain, Teddy Roosevelt, and the Rockefeller family. Ever 
wonder what the people inside the Iron Curtain are told about us? 
One must wonder what all these Russian books on us say. 

Let's begin with quotes from the Large Soviet Encyclopedia. This 
gives us a good illustration of how the Communists feel about the 
American history and heritage. Under the biographical reference of 
ex-President George Washington: 

"In 1786, the masses demanded that the promises given to them 
during the war (American Revolution) to improve their lot be fulfilled 
and started a rebellion (see Shays' Rebellion). Washington headed the 
reactionary force which was organized to mete out punishment against 
the rebels. Under his chairmanship, the Philadelphia Constitutional 
Convention (1787) secretly drafted a new constitution assuring the 
owners that the masses would be altogether deprived of participation 
in the administration of the State." 

This really must be a misconception of Washington and of the 
United States! Our own constitution states that every American, when 
he becomes of age, is perfectly free to vote, thus "participating in the 
administration of the State." And there has not been another officially 
accepted constitution by the majority of the people since the constitu- 
tion we know was written. (Historians agree that even this Philadelphia 
"constitution" had not "altogether deprived" the "masses" of rights 
they have as voters. 

In fact, Marcus Cunliffe, who wrote George Washington, Man and 
Monument, and an authority on the man says, "He (Washington) was 
alarmed by the news of the affair (the Shays' Rebellion), but took no 
part in meting out punishment against the rebels. Cunliffe also says 
that evert Shays, the rebellion leader, was "pardoned and lived in 
peace for over thirty years thereafter." 

Turning to the Small Soviet Encyclopedia, an example of Com- 
munist censorship is found. Under the title of Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
there are two biographies instead of one. Why? Both of the two 
biographies come from the same encyclopedia, are under the same 
volume, which was published in 1941 in Moscow. 

A note was found inside the volume saying that it went to press 
on March 285 1941. The printers had not been able to complete the 
90,000 planned copies before June 22, 1941, leaving an unfinished volume 
in their hands. On this date, June 22, 1941, Germany invaded Russia 
during World War II, and Russia then became an ally of the United 
States, England, and France. Stalin could no longer speak of Roose- 
velt's country as a "hotbed of imperialism." 

Thus new words were put in place of the old ones in the Soviet 
Encyclopedia. Roosevelt was then quoted as an "outstanding American 
statesman." As Mr. Abraham Brumberg, executive editor of Problems 
of Communism put it, "No 'scissors or razor blade' this time."

Education 
Paves Way 

Now that only one and a fourth 
quarters remain of school, it is a 
good time to discuss a certain fam- 
iliar subject. Two years ago, in 
1960, 1,000,000 teenagers were un- 
able to obtain jobs after high 
school because of lack of years at 
school. In 1964, it, is estimated 
there will be 1,325,000; in 1966, 
1,460,000 more. All of these fig- 
ures will be added to today's 
amount. 

And what does this mean? It 
means that the demand for profes- 
sional, white-collar, and service- 
industry jobs is increasing. These 
are the jobs requiring a high 
school diploma — but, most of all, 
further education. 

"But," one might say, "I'm 
not making good enough grades. 
Further education isn't for me!" 
Sure, one might say that, but as 
the saying goes, "the facts speak 
louder than the words.' ' By this 
it is meant that during 1959, coun- 
selors had interviews with seniors 
from schools all over the nation. 



After graduation, only 71,500 teens 
were given job placements out of 
the 750,000 with no plans for col- 
lege. This means less than one out 
of every ten non-collegians got 
jobs. 

From these very facts, it is 
enough to assume students who 
have had a college education have 
a considerably better crack at 
jobs. After all, only 15 per cent 
of employers have actually hired 
non-graduates under eighteen ! This 
is a rough example, but one boy 
who, although he had, a high school 
education (a member of the non- 
college club) wound up digging 
graves for a cemetery (according 
to a reliable source) ! 

And even if one does not "make 
it" to college, a finished high school 
education will pave the way for 
that future job. 

However, for some students, high 
school is not for them either. Out 
of the 26,000,000 youths who will 
enter the labor force between 1960 
and 1970, 7,500,000 will lack a high 
school education. Dropouts from 
high school were approximately 
9,413 for 1959. Out of these 9,413 
dropouts, 42 per cent were in Cali- 
fornia and Pennsylvania! 

However, as was said, "the facts 
speak louder than the words", and 
the more education received (al- 
though it might not seem like it 
now) will pay off for a lifetime.

What Ivan Thinks: 

Let's Hope Puss Delete 
Falsehood from Truth 

Thus far, from the last article, we have obtained information on 
what is written down on paper as the "thinking device" for the Russian 
people, but how about the oral propaganda told to these people? 

Ever since 1955, the Communists have been stepping up the produc- 
tion of motion pictures in their country. In fact, within five years, the 
amount of Communist propaganda pictures has increased four times 
its original amount. In such films are play-ups of Communism, giving 
bitter descriptions of "white colonialism", as America's democratic 
government is called by the party. 

One basic part of the oral propaganda is called "the socialization 
of the masses." This project consists of the bringing of Communist 
propaganda to people in Russia and other countries whose hopes are 
with democracy and freedom. The project requires radios to be 
distributed to an assigned area by Communist officials. However, 
radio broadcasts have one thing in common. They are broadcast 
from only one radio station known as Radio Moscow or Radio Peking. 
Broadcasts in Russia and China are spoken in Amoy, Tonkinese, Pashto, 
and any other lpnguage imaginable. Such programs as the Red Army 
Chorus and carefully chosen bits of world news are featured. 

To the people, Premiere Khrushchev was quoted as saying, "Life 
is short. I hope to live long enough to see the Red flag flying over the 
whole planet." Being spread around all Russia is that the Red flag 
is starting to fly over its destination — at least this is what the Com- 
munists want the people to believe. 

Other bits of propaganda told to the average Russian Ivan are, 
"You (America) are the ones who are creating this crisis (Berlin) 
in your own minds . . ." Are we really creating the Berlin situation 
in our own minds ? Apparently the Communists have overlooked the 
terror caused by the wall between the two Germanys. 

Khrushchev once claimed, "Look at me! I am the locomotive 
of history." Thus far, the party has tried thousands of tactics to prove 
this not only to the people of foreign countries, but to its Russian 
people as well. ' 

Just what does Khrushchev and the Communist Party think of 
history ? A good sum-up of what all Ivans over Russia are told is said 
by Khrushchev again. "Historians are dangerous people," he has 
said. "They are capable of upsetting everything. They must be 
directed." However, there is one thing he forgot to add. Historians 
are capable of telling the truth. 

Can the Russians learn the ( truth about democracy in spite of this 
Communistic influence? What can we, as student, do? All we can 
do now is wait and hope every Ivan will, as we call it, "read between 
the lines" and delete the falsehood for the truth and for democracy.

Today and tomorrow will be perhaps Pioneer's biggest days in 
track, as the Titan Cindermen take on the league leading Sierra Spar- 
tans, and then enter the District Track Meet at El Rancho, Saturday. 

La Mirada was Pioneer's second straight victim of the Suburban 
League season last Thursday. The 



Varsity won, 59-45, the Bees romp- 
ed, 71-24, while the Cees demolish- 
ed the Matadores, 60-26. 
Top Performers 

Gary Gallardo recorded his usual 
three first places in the HH, LH, 
and the Broad Jump.
